— His conviction that the “un­ 
derlying forces of growth remain 
strong and undiminished.” 
The 
population is growing at a rate of 
three million a year. With billions 
of dollars being spent on research 
and development, new products and 
new jobs are inevitable, he said. 
—The firm policy of the govern­ 
ment to foster recovery in every 
sound way. 
He said he is making 
sure that we will go forward on 
every practical avenue of action."

Lincoln— Pivot of 
American History

It was Nov 19. 186.1 
Nearly five 
months before, the Great Battle 
had been fought, the battle that 
was to prove the midpoint and 
turning point of the bloodiest vvar 
the young nation had ever known 
A National Cemetary wa* to be 
dedicated. A board of commission 
ers, formed of governors of the 
northern states whose troops had 
been involved, had invited the man 
considered to be the greatest liv 
ing American orator to deliver the 
main address. 
Already the cere­ 
monies 
had bein 
postponed a 
month in order to allow the -peak 
er time to prepare his speech. 
A formal invitation vvas sent to 
the President of the United States 
end, as an Afterthought, he was 
asked to make a few appropriate 
rem arks following the 
principal 
oration, though some question hail 
been raised by members of the 
board as to "his ability to speak 
upon such a 
grave and solemn 
occasion ” 
When the day came, the Pres! 
dent, as one witness wrote, "said 
his half dozen words of consecra 
Don. and the music wailed and we 
went home through crowded and 
cheering streets 
And all the par 
ticulars are in the daily papers." 
Those "half dozen" simple words 
of Abraham Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
Address have rung down the dec 
id e s with ever increasing mean 
ing and inspiration 
We do not celebrate the Battle 
of 
Gettysburg 
It ii 
Lincoln’s 
birthday that we set aside as the 
day on which to honor the memory 
of him who stands like an Everest 
in our history 
Yet it seems fitting on this an 
niversary of his birth lo especially 
rem em oer Lincoln a* he was at 
Gettysburg 
For it was not only 
the midpoint of the war which so 
profoundly 
shaped this nations 
destiny, it is still nearly the mid 
point of the whole American story 
Lincoln reminded his listeners 
that only 87 years stood between 
them and that day on which a new 
nation, conceived in liberty,'had 
been brought forth 
Men who had 
been alive that day were still liv­ 
ing when Lincoln spoke 
Today America faces a challenge 
to the principles to which it wa1- 
dedicated in 1776 and rededicated 
by Lincoln in 1863 a challenge no 
less grave than any it has ever 
faced before 
And like the challenge of Lin 
coin's day, the dancer lies not so 
much in a foreign enemy, but with 
in ourselves—that we not lose by- 
default what the blood and sacr; 
flee of previous generations have 
gained, 
Gettysburg 
could have 
given 
cause for over optimism to the 
Union, just as America’s first sat 
elide could now give us an excuse 
to return to the comfortable com 
placeney which was only recently 
so rudely jarred. 
But Gettysburg 
did not decide the Civil War; the 
Civil War decided Gettysburg. 
No, Lincoln on that day did not 
call for jubilation or resting on 
laurels. 
Rather, he humbly pray­ 
ed for rededication and new reso 
lution. The nation could have tak 
en a ditferent course after Gettys 
burg; the course it will take today 
is not yet decided 
The present 
is as much a pivot point in history 
i s was 1863. 
The 
task remains; 
the same 
challenge, as Lincoln said at an 
other time, of whether "we shall 
nobly save or meanly lose the last, 
best hope of earth."

operative that sold for $300,000. 
Florida’s cream comes from the 
j tourist traffic, and the motel and 
hotel owners were crying because 
I the bad weather had decreased the 
usual traffic. 
We didn’t consider 
the weather unduly unfavorable. It 
was sunny most of the time we 
were there and temperatures rang- 
j cd upwards to 74, but it was coo! 
on the beaches, and nights were 
cold, so vacationers were generally- 
disappointed. 
k lorida is becoming more indus­ 
trialized and of course the citrus 
fruit orchards and farming con­ 
tribute to the economy, and the 
weather 
has 
caused 
tremendous 
i losses, 
to ld weather earlier in 
the winter killed vegetables, cut 
back the citrul fruit well over half 
and caused death of many farm ani­ 
mals. 
No grain is raised for cat­

Payments Under 
Soil Bank Covered 
By Social Security 


Many farmers who are partici­ 
pating 
in 
the 
Government's 
soil 
bank program are asking us what 
effect I his has on their social se­ 
curity. E. Bishop Hill, district m a n ­ 
ager of the Harrisburg social se­ 
curity office, said today. 
"We explain to them that, for 
social security benefit purposes or 
for purpose of the amount of e a r n ­ 
ings permitted to a farmer getting 
retirement benefits, soil bank pay­ 
ment- must tie taken into consider­ 
ation. 
These payments apply to 
acreage reserve, conservation r e ­ 
serve. and also in cases where a 
farmer ha- placed hi- farm in Hie 
soil bank under the ’bid’ proced­ 
ure. ’’ 


For example. Mr 
Hill said, a 
farmer who is getting soil bank 
payments before he retires reports 
t h o s e payments as net earnings for 
social security purposes. 
Ile gets 
soc PT security credit for them. 
A 
farmer who places his farm in the 
so;! b; nk after he retire- and* has 
started getting old a g e insurance 
benefits, must report soil bank pay­ 
m e n t ; Iso, 
Tho' apply against the 
amount of earnings that a person 
can have and get social security 
benefits 
W heth e r or not a retired 
fa rm er’s old-age benefit payments 
are affected by the payments he 
’cts under the -oil hank program 
depends upon the substantial serv- 
'(•cs he renders in connection with 
his participation in the soil hank 
program. Soil hank payments would 
not 
affect 
the old-age insurance 
benefits of a farm er who elected 
to plant trees on his land and m e r e ­ 
ly gave a little time to directing 
th planting of the trees 
However. 
a retired farmer who placed hi* 
farm in the soil bank and person­ 
ally 
planted a cover crop on his 
land would probably be rendering 
substantial services during one or 
more months in the year 
In this 
c se, he would not get social se­ 
curity payments for the months in 
which the cover crop was planted. 
Farmers who have .questions about 
oil bank payments in relation to 
their* social security should get in 
touch with our office Mr. Hill con­ 
cluded.
